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Intelligent men can see the world is in a 
mess. More particularly, Americans can see 
they are being’ rushed to the 
destruction of their liberties. 

There should be no mys- 
tery as to how all this has 
happened —and we _ believe 
there is none. Like any other 
problem it yields to dispassion- 
ate analysis. 

But is what is happening 
accidental or by design? And 
if by design, who are the arch- 
itects? And why are we being 
rushed in this direction? 

Why have the 140-odd mil- 
lion American people been transformed in sev- 
enteen years from a free people of incompar- 
able strength, into a people whose liberties 
have been impaired and are in danger of being 
destroyed within the next two or three years? 


What Has Happened? 
First, just what is it that has happened? 
Clearly, we Americans have passed under 

the control, still temporary but well-defined, of 

an ‘alien-minded force. Our material savings 
and our natural resources are being dissipated. 

Our country has been caused to betray other 

peoples who trusted in us. America was found- 

ed upon Christian tradition; and yet well nigh 
every Christian tradition has been violated, as 
well as every important and long-established 

American tradition. 

Much of our means of livelihood, as well as 
our means of self-defense, has been destroyed. 
A huge government bureaucracy has been built 
up. The country has been committed to waste- 
ful schemes that tend to destroy rights of 
property and discourage individual initiative. 
The principles of hard work and thrift have 
been undermined. Morality and religion are at 
a low ebb. The alien element has infiltrated 
most of our education and many of our 
churches. 

Laws have been passed that constantly make 
more difficult the conduct of private entér- 
prise. Through long neglect of the teaching of 
history in our schools and colleges, few Amer- 
icans under 40 have any conception of how or 
why America became great. 

No part of the last seventeen years has 
been so filled with-attacks by this alien force 
as during the less than four and a half years 
since the beginning of the Yalta Conference.

James Forrestal, an energetic:and enter- 
prising New York lawyer, was sponsored in 
his public career by Bernard Bartich,.the un- 
official President of the United States. - Mr. 
Baruch, who controls the powerful banking. 
firm of Dillon, Read & Company, made Forres- 
tal its President. Later, Mr. Baruch placed 
Forrestal as Secretary of the Navy, then again, 
through his powerful machine, moved him still 
further up as Secretary of Defense. By this 
time, Mr. Baruch and Felix Frankfurter be- 
lieved that Mr. Forrestal’s loyalty had been 
sufficiently tried and were convinced he would 
faithfully serve the Invisible Government, just 
as many other unsuspecting men are doing. 

However, on October 3rd, COMMON 
SENSE published a full issue on Zionism 
which was read by Mr. Forrestal and in which 
he became intensely interested. This issue was 
written by a learned Jewish gentleman who is 
the greatest living authority om-facts-relating 
to the Palestine question. 

Upon going deeper into this all-important 
question, Mr. Forrestal discovered that the 
United States, by supporting the Zionists’ oc-

The NATIONALIST ACTION LEAGUE 


was organized on October 29, 1948, for the ° 


’ purpose of opposing, by wholly lawful and con- 
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stitutional means, the foreign-imported doc- 
trines of Marxism (including Communism and 
Socialism), Political Zionism, and the present- 
“lIy-waged campaign to abolish United States 
sovereignty and national identity and reduce 
our Republic to the status of a colony, to be 
administered under the direction of a super- 
World Government. 

Since its inception, our organization has 
taken an active part in oppdsing two pieces of 
legislation, one federal and the other local, 
which America’s left-wing elements have 
strived to make law. Nationally, it has fought 
enactment of the vast and regimented pro- 
gram of Socialized Medicine, which would re- 
duce our Medical and associated Professions 
to servile obedience to the dictates of a polit- 
ically-created bureaucracy, and place the 
health and the very lives of our citizens in 
danger. It waged a hard fight, and a success- 
ful one, to defeat passage of a State-wide Fair 
Employment Practices Act for Pennsylvania. 
This, it opposed, on the basis of the unconsti- 
tutional power which such legislation would 
give to government, to fix employment-dis- 
chargement and upgrading policies in Private 
Enterprise, as well as its probable use, by 
Communists, for infiltrating vital defense in- 
dustries in the Keystone State. 

Following defeat of the latter proposed 
legislation, a list of 36 “allegedly subversive” 
organizations, compiled by Attorney-General 
Tom Clark, appeared in the nation’s press. 
Under a sub-heading titled “Fascist” there ap- 
peared the names of two groups: the Commit- 
tee for Nationalist Action, and the Nationalist 
Action League. 

There was immediately called, in Philadel- 
phia, a meeting of our members, with a view 
toward planning an effective protest concern- 
ing the naming of both groups as above. The 
Committee for Nationalist Action, it should be 
noted, was an organization which was created 
only a few weeks prior to the major party con- 
ventions in Philadelphia last year. It was di- 
rected by this writer, and had only two pur- 
poses (aside from the distribution of general 
anti-Communist literature). These were (1) 
opposition to the inclusion of a pledge favoring 
FEPC in the Republican Party platform, and 
(2) active support on behalf of Southern Dem- 
ocratic efforts to keep President Truman’s 
“Civil Wrongs” program out of the Democratic 
Party platform. 

It will be realized, by all Americans who 
understand our Constitution, that all three 
activities carried on by the Committee were 
perfectly lawful and proper, and formed no 
grounds for a charge such as was made by the 
Attorney-General in his published list. The 
fact that the Committee for Nationalist Action 
was dissolved following adjournment of the 
Democratic National Convention, should also 
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cause speculation concerning its being named 
as “allegedly subversive” nearly a year after 
its disbanding. 

The Fight Begins 

At the agreement of the members of our 

Nationalist Action League, I visited Washing- 
ton on May 2nd and 3rd, to lodge a personal 
protest with the Attorney-General. An ap- 
pointment was arranged with Mr. William 
Foley, Chief of the Internal Security Section, 
Criminal Division, of the Department of Jus- 
tice. ; 
It had been hoped that a brief but personal 
interview with Mr. Clark could be arranged, 
but Mr. Foley stated that to be impossible. In- 
stead, he did consent to introduce the writer 
to Mr. Alexander M. Campbell, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General for the Criminal Division, into 
whose hands was given our notarized statement 
denying the allegations contained in the At- 
torney-General’s list, and accusing the Depart- 
ment of Justice of being a party to the public 
circulation of libel. Mr. Campbell then prom- 
ised to deliver this statement to his superior, 
Mr. Clark. 

Follbwing this, I was accorded a twenty 
minute audience with Mr. Foley, who consented 
to attempt to supply answers to three ques- 
tions, which I asked on behalf of our organiza- 
tions, past and present. 

The first question was: What is the official 
definition of the term “subversive,” as used by

the Attorney-General in compiling his lists? 
Mr. Foley replied that this information was 
held to be “confidential,” and available only to 
Justice Department officials. The asininity of 
such a statement later caused a Washington 
newspaperman to remark that the Department 
of Justice, after all, might possibly have mis- 
laid its dictionary! eae 

Our second question concerned the matter 
of the identity of -the Nationalist Action 
Who alleges, we wanted 
to know, that the League, and its predecessor, 
the Committee for. Nationalist Action, are and 
were “subversive.” Mr. Foley’s answer was 
vague. He did not understand why our mem-, 
bers, or myself, should be so concerned. He 
explained that the Attorney-General had mere- 
ly acted under the terms of the Presidential 
directive, issued some time ago by Mr. Tru- 
man, establishing a Loyalty Review Board. The 
lists, said Mr. Foley, were simply for the guid- 
ance of that Board, and of other Governmental 
departments, in keeping a close check on all 
groups even remotely suspected of pursuing 
subversive aims and purposes. 

In answer to this statement, which hardly 
clarified the original question which I had ask- 
ed, I assured Mr. Foley that our group, its 
members and myself, would be just as con- 
cerned about being cited as “subversive” if 
such a citation were being circulated as an

tain a letter I wrote appealing to you to oppose that confirmation. It was 
fine, practical politics to follow the course you did.

In your speech, you said that “Baruch wholeheartedly endorses Lilien- 
thal.”

What is F.E.P.C.? 


What is its Purpose— 
Who is Behind it?

This nationwide drive for FEPC “police 
power” law is quite clearly a well piloted plan 
to FORCE a change of habits and human re- 
lationships established by the majority of our 
people as the result of long freedom in group 
preference and individual choice. Certain 
people “on horseback” and in a hurry are at- 
tempting to destroy the fine and peaceful pro- 
gress that social, intercourse has been mak- 
ing in this country. They are not satisfied 


with gradual and normal processes of evolu-- 


tion. They want cyclonic revolutionary action. 
They are attempting to give ugly connotation 
to the word “discrimination” which has always 
been regarded as a term denoting distinction in 
deportment, cultural and educational attain- 
ments and social association. This is a plan to 
replace persuasion and education with coercion 
and compulsion. 


TEN REASONS WHY FEPC LAWS ARE IM- 
PROPER AND SHOULD BE REJECTED. 


1. FEPC is “class legislation” and uncon- 
stitutional under traditional Americanism. 
(The Constitution makes no reference to “min- 
ority”’ groups.) 

2. FEPC legislation would subjugate the 
unorganized majority to rule by “pressure 
force” from a highly organized minority. It 
would conspire to give one man an advantage 
where he could force himself upon another. It 
would apply in reverse the old constitutional 
concept that no man can compel another to 
. work for him. 

3. FEPC laws create a condition ripe for 
coercion, intimidation and racketeering. This 
would invite agent-provocateuring—and make 
it.easy for “investigators” to conspire with 
“applicants” to harass employers. 

4. FEPC is an instrument of compulsion 
that is not endemic to a free society but is the 
excrescence of a slave state. 

5. FEPC laws would create friction and 
ill feeling out of the nature of FORCE itself. 
Such law, in order to serve one applicant de- 
manding a job, could offend and disturb an 
entire group of employees upon whom the ap- 
plicant seeks to force himself. 

6. FEPC legislation is being -front-spon- 
sored by certain politicians as a matter of pol- 
itical expediency. It should not become law 
by the act of a small group like a city council 
—a state legislature—nor even the national 
Congress—until there is clear evidence that it 
has majority approval by the people. 

7. Back of FEPC is magnitudinous and 
sinister hypocrisy. Too many of its voluble 
sponsors are not practicing what they would 
compel others to do. Ask them why. 

8. FEPC laws give to a-political bureauc- 
racy the improper authority to inspect the 
private records of an employer—merely upon 
the basis of a complaint made by a disgruntled 
applicant—a union—or some enemy seeking 
vengeance. It could be used as an instrument 
of terrorism. 

9. FEPC legislation is geared to the pur- 
pose of Communism by recognizing and imple- 
menting the Marxist premise of class warfare. 
The Communist press has been a major spon- 
sor of the scheme. 

10. FEPC laws have the main purpose of 
changing our established social structure— 
through FORCE. That is the wrong way. We 
have made great progress in our nation 


through gradual racial adjustment to the point 
where our so-catled “minority” groups are far 
better off than in any other country. Is all of 
this to be destroyed by a few who have become 
inflamed with the consciousness of new vote- 
controlling power?. Thinking Statesmen should 
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strive diligently—in the spirit of traditional 
Americanism—to stop this drive toward the 
POLICE STATE. The unorganized majority 
must awaken to ACT AS INDIVIDUALS. Let 
us go FORWARD through friendly adjustment 
—not BACKWARD through compulsion and 
conflict.

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_. Walter. Winchel hounded .Jim Forrestal 
with dirty aspersions, most of them de- 
livered in the form of insinuations, until, 
at last exhausted and his nerves unstrung, 
one of the finest servants that the Re- 
public.ever had died by suicide. His death 
occurred on a Sunday and, Sunday being 
the day of worship and rest which is regu- 
larly defiled by their abuse of better men, 
Pearson and Winchell were put on a spot. 

“Pearson met the crisis in characteris- 
tic fashion. He has a stock trick, probably 
devised by some lawyer, of goose-greasing 
his victim with amiable expressions so 
that if the victim should bring suit, Pear- 
son could cite the literal. text and say, 
“Why I said he was a very nice fellow and 
a charming gentleman.” In fact, that was 
just what he did say in his national broad- 
cast of last. Jan. 16, in the sentence next’ 
before he made the false and vicious 
charge that Forrestal, a braver man by 
repeated demonstration than Pearson ever 
has shown himself to be, had run “out the 
back door of his house into the alley, leav- 
ing his wife to cope with a jewel robbery 
alone.” 

“When evening came, Pearson ran true 
to form, with the remark that “the entire 
nation would mourn” the death of the man 
he had relentlessly -driven to distraction. 
He then referred to “three other at- 
tempts” at suicide by Forrestal and finally 
blamed the authorities at the hospital for 
failure to guard a “mental patient,” so 
that he could not destroy himself. 

“THE POSSIBILITY THAT FORRES- 
TAL’S nervous condition could have been 
due in any degree to the hounding that he 
had suffered as a penalty of his selfless 
service to the people of the United States 
was not touched upon at all. Pearson had 
dwelt on his motivated contention - that 
Forrestal was, in a word, crazy, not mere- 
ly overwrought. . 

“Winchell also reacted in characteristic 
fashion. He dogged it. Although he had 
been only slightly less to blame than Pear- 
son for perturbation that must be expect- 
ed in a victim of a long and violent cam- 
paign of personalized propaganda, he 
choked up. 

“NOW FORRESTAL IS DEAD and, 
although his nervous breakdown could 
have been caused by his great patriotic 
service alone, I know, because he told me 
and two others that I know of, that the 
abuse which he had to suffer from these 
two professional blackguards of the air 
was often in his thoughts and increased 
the nervous strain. 

“I had had personal experience with 
both of these specimens before. I had 
made Pearson retract absolutely a false 
statement about me but only after I had 
been put to serious trouble of a thorough 
investigation to prove that there was not 


the slightest foundation for it. . 


“I had watched the rise of Winchell to a 
power and wealth which are a fantastic re- 
proach to journalism and radio. The truest 
observation ever made about Winchell was 
to the effect that he enjoyed absolute free- 
dom from the inhibitions that restrain 
most of us because he realized that he 
never could move as an equal among those 
whom he envied, and therefore needn’t 
make the effort. . 

“His money can’t buy the one thing 
that he bitterly desires. Neither can the 
threat of dirty calumny compel superior 
men to propitiate him.” 

This same highly-financed smear brigade 
of the. Anti-Defamation League in meiner

similar job on such men as Martin Dies, Sena- 
tors Wheeler and Nye, Col. Charles Lindberg,

earlier one. The lists are made public, he 
stated, by Mr. Seth Richardson, Chairman of 
the Loyalty Review Board. Mr. Richardson’s 
purpose, he continued, is obviously to “caution” 
Government and Civil Service employes con- 
cerning those groups held in doubt, as to loyal- 
ty, by the Attorney-General’s Office. This ad- 
mission substantiated the fact that the lists 
are not prepared for restricted circulation 
amongst Governmental departments, but are 
actually used for their effect amongst the gen- 
eral public. 

In coming to the final question, I asked Mr. 
Foley what action stood open to a group such 
as ours, which without prior notice had been 
designated in a publically-circulated list as an 
“allegedly subversive” and “Fascist” organiza- 
tion, whereby it might obtain the removal of 
its name from such an odius category. I ex- 
plained to Mr. Foley that it was not the wish 
of our members or myself to have this effected 
in a quiet nor underhanded manner, but rather 
that we desiréd to be fully investigated by the 
Attorney-General’s Office, and then be given 
a fair opportunity to face our accusers and 
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“their evidence, if any, aa prove: them to. 
incorrect. 


Mr. ‘Foley seemed sympathetic ‘to this a 


- and informed me.that the action taken in 


mitting our notarized statement to Attorney- 3 
General Clark was the proper and only step — 
possible under the circumstances. He intimated ~ 
that the final decision would rest with Mr. 
Clark, however, and that no machinery exists _ 


for the scheduling of a mandatory hearing or 
review. 

With this information, very scanty in value 
and suggestion, our interview closed. From it 
we learned, firstly, that the official definition 
of such terms as “subversive” and “Fascist” 
are considered to be “confidential information” 
by Justice Department officials, and that even 
the responsible representatives of those groups 
so designated are not to be accorded the simple 
justice of knowing with what offense they are 


being charged. This clearly violates our Amer- 


-ican concept of trial before one’s peers, with- 
out which no citizen ought to be condemned 
nor penalized. i 

Secondly, we gained evidence in support of 


the. idea that the Attorney-General’s Gffice is _ 
being misused to arbitrarily stigmatize Amer- 


ican groups, and individuals belonging to the 
same, with opprobrious labels, without regard 
for legal redress. 

Thirdly, it was established that the United 
States has drifted far down the stream toward 
government by administrative fiat, under 
which no citizen can feel safe from the dis- 
pleasure of the political faction which at any 
given time holds sway. 

It was, therefore, in an effort to challenge 
such high-handedness on the part of the At- 
torney-General’s Office that our organization 
filed its protest. It was for this same reason 
that, following Mr. Foley’s advice that we 
might expect to hear from Mr. Clark in two 
weeks time, I filed a written request for a full 
public hearing before the House Committee on 
un-American Activities. 
pending action by the Chairman, Representa- 
tive John S. Wood, at this writing. 

Upon the final outcome of our fight for 
simple American Justice may depend the fut- 
ure policies to be set by the Department of 
Justice. If our organization, which has fought 
FOR, rather than against, America, can be 
stigmatized in such a libelous fashion, then 
no other group or individual in America has 
any assurance that the same un-American tac- 
tics will not, at some future date, be employed 
against it or him or her. 

The Editor of COMMON SENSE has made 
this space available to the Nationalist Action 
League in bringing its case before the. public. 
Your letters of protest to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s Office can aid-us in obtaining the review 
which we seek. If further data is desired, our 
organization will be glad to supply it, or to 
answer whatever questions the reader may 
ask. Your moral support will mean much in 
the successful waging of this important cam- 


paign.
